Strong indorsements of the plan to hold a world’s fair in 
St. Louis in 1903; have come from business men of Texas and 
Arkansas. The Texas Real Estate Association urged in a 
resolution a magnificent exhibit of Texas products, and in 
a measure assured it by establishing a fund to be contrib- 
uted by members in annual subscriptions. 

The action of business men in these two States emphasizes 
the statement of the Post-Dispatch that a great world’s fair 
in celebration of the Louisiana purchase is expected of St. 
Louis. The minds of the people itn the Mississippi Valley 
are practically made up on that point, and there is no doubt of 
their willingness to back it and heartily to co-operate with

St. Louis has the opportunity to gain world-wide fame and 
to add enormously to her growth, prestige and prosperity. She 
has the means and the energy, if they are only used aright, 
and will find abundant support and encouragement. We 
must have a world's fair. 
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Diluted Filth for Hvdrants.—There may be enough water in 
the Illinois and Mississippi to at all times render the enormous 
sewage of Chicago harmiess.by dilution, but no man will be- 
lieve that this is true until it is fully demonstrated by honest 
and disinterested scientific investigators... The filth will con- 
stantly increase ‘from year to year and investigations will 
have to be made annually. Besides who wants to drink di- 
luted filth? 
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THE MERCHANT MARINE. 

It is very evident that the navigation laws are up for a very 
thorough discussion if not an overhauling. 

But they cannot be understood except as a part of the pro- 
tective system which has enriched monopolists, promoted syn- 
dicates and almost killed cempetition in many lines of busi- 
ness. 

The manufacturer of the materials of ship-building—largely 
fron in these days, is “protected” against the competition of 
foreign producers. The builder pays the manufacturer pro- 
tection mor@poly prices, and to “‘compensate’’ him, is given 
amonopoly of hisown. Everybody but the purchaser is “pro- 
tected’ The purchaser, the sailor—he pays the freight. 

The conscquence of this crazy system of monopoly added 
to monopoly is to drive the American ship-owner and navl- 
gator from the seas. He cannot make the carrying trade pay 
under the “protection” of the American flag, and therefore 
sensibly goes into some other business. New Englanders who 
used to be great sailors, have almost entirely abandoned ship- 
ping und taken to the protected industries. 

This question goes to the root of the whole rotten fallacy 
of protection. A discussion of it cannot but result in clearer 
ideas of the subject, even if it does not immediately restore 
the American merchant marine. 
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Texas Can Astonish the World.—The prompt action of the 
Texans in resolving to raise a fund at once for qa bg exhibi- 
tion of the resources of their great State at the St. Lou's 
World's Fair is an evidence of the new life and enterprising 
@pirit which now characterize the people of that rich Bouta- 
western empire. Texas can easily astonish the world should 
she choose to do so. 
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MILK INSPECTION — 


Dr. Carter's suggestion that the work of milk Inspection 
properly belongs to the Health Department is worthy of con- 
sideration. Poor or adulterated milk ts a cause of bad health, 
especially among young children, with whom milk is one of 
the chief articics of diet. It would seem to be within the 
scope of the Health officers to check this source of illness, 
as Well as others. 

Was it to make room for the F. Muellers that the Milk 
Inspector's deputy was cut off? That officer's work Was to 
“spot” disease! cows anil filthy stables. As prevention 
better than cure, it was a foolish thing to stop this kind of 
inspection, which went to the fountain head and thus pre- 
vented much unwholesome milk being put on the market. 

There are many things of less importance than the milk 
problem in a great city. It will be hard enough to get first- 
class milk even with inspection that inspects. Without such 
inspection the lives of many infants will Sacrificed and 
the general standard of health of the community will be 
lowered. 

The inspection of milk should be made effective: otherwise 
the office merely serves as a shield to cover the misdeeds of 
unscrupulous dcaiers and to blind consumers to dangers that 
threaten them.
